Beginning as early as 
Revolutionary days in Maine and New Eng- 
land, activities began to shift to the Great 
Lakes states, especially Michigan, about 1860- 
70, and moved on to the Pacific Northwest 
about 1905. The. actual tough, lusty, hard- 
drinking lumberjack of these eras, not a leg- 
endary man, lives again in this lively account 
of his work and play, of the bawdy houses 
that accompanied his trek, and of many of the 
famous timber owners of the country. South- 
ern regions are not included. The book offers 
no sociological reflections; it is the successful 
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presentation of a roistering and_picturesque 
species, now almost unknown.
